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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chapman et al, hereinafter "Chapman", (US/62 16228B1). 

2. As per claims 1 , 2, and 4, 5, Chapman discloses the "Information Recording 
Medium, Information Recording Method and Apparatus, and information 
Playback Method and Apparatus" invention, which includes an information 
playback apparatus, method, and computer-readable program (Col 6 lines 22-38) 
for playing back a recording medium on which image information is recorded (Col 
3 lines 33-39). The audience first input the classification codes and password 
relevant to the program content wishes to display. The input classification code 
and password are saved in the memory. The controller (play back apparatus) 
detects the watermark of contents recorded on the medium, extracts the 
information, such as classification code and password, and compares the 
extracted information with the information previously inputted in the memory. If 
the comparison is successful, the controller displays the content (Col 7 lines 30- 
65). However, Chapman does not teach the implementation of identification 
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information used for identification of a recording medium specifically. 
Nevertheless, Chapman does teach the watermark includes other identification 
information, such as ownership ID and Identified codes (Col 4 lines 10-12 and 
lines 31 -39). It is obvious at the time of the invention was made for one of 
ordinary skill in the art to use the ownership ID or identified code for identification 
of a recording medium. 

3. As per claim 3, Chapman discloses an information playback apparatus according 
to claim 1 , wherein the permission condition includes a parental level (Col 1 lines 
36-40).
